The neAv spring, pictured above, 
is inserted in the crossarm slot and 
anchored by simply pushing down. 
When in place, it pushes up on the 
crossarm with just enough pressure 
to hold the jaw in place. However, 
it allows a user to slide the jaw to 
another position with a mere push 
of a finger. Spring No. 4011S fits 
heavy-duty jaws 4015, 4016, 4017, 
and 4018. Spring No. 4021S is for 
medium-duty jaws 4025, 4026 and 
4027. 

Present owners of PROTO pull¬ 
ers without springs can buy the 
new springs from you for 20 cents 
apiece and apply them to the jaws. 
It may be necessary to file the bot¬ 
tom part of the crossarm slot a 
little to accommodate the spring. 

Another plus value recently in¬ 
troduced is the jaw position mark¬ 
ing on the No. 4011 heavy-duty and

Inch markings in the crossarm 
panels indicate where to position 
a pair of jaws to space them the de¬ 
sired number of inches apart. The 
large markings tell at a glance 
where to place the jaws for a given 
size gear, wheel, bearing, sprocket 
or pulley.

Specification of closer tolerances 
in automobiles, machines and other 
equipment during recent years has 
greatly increased the demand for 
step-cut feeler gauges.

To keep abreast of the latest en¬ 
gine designs and to make the tool 
more versatile, the No. 6435 torque 
wrench adapter was modified three 
ways. The length was increased 
from 7%e'' 1^) 71/^", the sweep or 
offset was opened from 3" to 31/4'', 
and the shape of the offset was 
altered to clear more obstructions. 
The box opening and y^' 

square drive opening were un¬ 
changed. 

As redesigned, the 6435 is suit¬ 
able for torquing all head bolts on 
1954 Ford and Mercury overhead 
valve engines except the rear head 
bolt of the left bank on cars 
equipped with power brakes. This 
bolt can be reached by using an 
opening socket wrench, like 
the No. 7422H, and a short exten¬ 
sion, like the 2^" No. 5460. The 
modified adapter is still suitable, of 
course, for torquing Studebaker 
and Pontiac head bolts. 

The illustration of the No. 6435 



is accompanied by the other three 
available adapters to show how it 
compares in design with the others 
and to remind you that four styles 
are offered. The No. 6420, with 
opening and wide sweep, is for all 
Chevrolets. The No. 6425, with 
opening and close sweep, is for all 
Chevrolet cars and trucks and for 
several Buicks—1935-52 Series 60, 
70, 80 and 90, and 1941-52 Series 
40 and 50. The No. 6430, with y^' 
square male plug, is for 1950-53
